committee of mostly conserva­ 
tive cardinals. 
—Were moving to change a 
text on shared papal-episcopal 
power by deleting the word 
“ full” from a reference that 
Bishops had such “full and su­ 
preme power.” 
—Were attempting to put off 
debate on the 
much awaited 
schema in the Roman Catholic 
Church in the modem world 
On 
all four points, 
Cruzat 
said, the Pope agreed with the 
progressive view point t h a t 
there should be no deviations 
from tile course followed so far 
by the council and its commis­ 
sions.

New Copter

“ If the Negro uses violence, 
the future will be endless pan­ 
oram a of chaos,” he said. 
But a white sociologist said 
there m ay be a reason for the 
violence.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Russians stick their n o s e into 
American 
presidential 
cam­ 
paigns every four years direct­ 
ly, indirectly or accidentally. 
It was direct enought last July 
when Sen. Barry Coldwater won 
the Republican nominaion and 
Premier 
Khrushchev 
accused 
him of trying 
“to enter 
the 
White House under the slogans 
of 
unbridled 
anti-communism 
and war threats.” 
And the Russian leader lik­ 
ened the Republican convention 
to a Nazi party rally. 
Khrushchev has been quiet 
since. But now Russia has shot 
three men aloft in a space cap­ 
sule 
circling the 
earth and 
outdoing anything his country 
ever attempted. 
It isn’t clear whether they had 
to do this right now for scientif­ 
ic reasons, hoped it might add 
to the wrangle between Presi­ 
dent Johnson and Coldwater, or 
just didn’t care. 
It’s not the first time they did 
this iknd of thing in the midst of 
a campaign. They did i 1960, 
when they orbited two dogs. Not 
to be outdone, the United States 
shot three mice 650 miles aloft 
before the campaign was over. 
Yet, what the Russians did 
then 
was like 
a 
quiet 
aft­ 
erthought to a bad year that got 
off to a pleasant start. 
In 1960 President Eisenhower 
and Khrushchev not only ex­ 
changed 
Happy 
New 
Year 
greetings 
but 
arranged 
for 
Eisenhower to visit Russia in 
June. Then the roof fell down, 
or rather tile American U2 spy- 
plane did. 
The Russians shot it out of the 
•ky over their motherland in 
May. 
In quick order that month 
K h rushchev broke up the Paris 
•ummit meeting with Eisenhow­ 
er, denounced him, called off 
the President’s trip to Russia, 
and cabled Democratic party 
leaders in this country.

er administration’s handling 
foreign policy. 
One of those receiving the 
cablegram was Lyndon B .John­ 
son, then Democratic leader of 
the Senate and hopefully but 
unsuccessfully, as it turned out, 
seeking the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination which John 
F. Kennedy got. 
Johnson denounced the Khru­ 
shchev message, saying it was 
an attempt to divide Americans 
and 
cripple 
their 
bipartisan 
foreign policy. This didn’t keep 
Khrushchev from 
getting fur­ 
ther mixed up in the American 
political pot which was coming 
to a boil. 
On June 21 he was expressing 
hope Americans would elect a 
president and government that 
would remedy what he called 
the mistakes of the Eisenhower 
administration. He was rebuked 
for this by Secretary of State 
Christian A. Herter who ac­ 
cused him of interference in 
American internal affairs. 
Then on July 13 Khrushchev 
expressed his opinions to a visit­ 
ing American — Joseph Curran, 
president of die National Mari­ 
time Union — on Kennedy and 
Vice President Richard M. Nix­ 
on. The vice president had de­ 
bated Khrushchev in a Moscow 
display kitchen in 1959. 
Curran said Khrushchev dis­ 
paraged Nixon but thought Ken­ 
nedy made “some sense.” If 
this seemed like favoritism, it 
didn’t last long. He had some 
more to say in August in a 
speech hoping Americans would 
elect a president whose policy 
called for improving relations 
with Russia. 
He indicated neither Kennedy 
nor Nixon was the man and said 
it was as difficult to choose 
between them as between left 
and right in a pair of boots. He 
called them both “lackeys of 
monopoly capital.” That was in 
August 1960. 
It wasn’t all he did that year 
In September and October he 
went to the United Nations in 
New York and distracted Amer­ 
icans from the campaign with a 
one-man show which he cli 
maxed by pounding a U.N. desk 
with his shoe. 
It was Premier Bulganin who 
got directly into the 195 Scam 
paign between Eisenhower and 
Adlai Stevenson. 
Several times Stevenson pro­ 
posed a ban on hydrogen bomb 
tests. And twice, to Eisenhow 
er’s annoyance, Bulganin wrote, 
not to Stevenson but to Eisen­ 
hower, seconding the motion. 
Bulganin made his letters public 
before Eisenhower saw them. 
This burned up Eisenhower. H 
told the Russian to min d his 
own business.

for attorneys who want to find 
out if their clients are telling the 
truth, and for companies seek­ 
ing to solve pilferage.” 
“The rest of our work consists 
of industrial undercover work 
and civil and domestic investi­ 
gations,” 
said 
Meyerkamp, 
stocky and blond. “We employ 
seven full-time help and several 
part-time.” 
Both smiled when asked how 
their work compares to their 
fictional counterparts. 
“I’m afraid we don’t encount­ 
er much of the Peter Guam-77

“About the only real danger we 


might face is from Irate hus­ 
bands. 
“Oh, there may be times 
when you’re making an arrest 
of a couple of big bruisers in a 
lonely spot at 2 in the morning;

Life Has Rhythm 


The 
fact 
that 
life’s events do not 
m arch along like soldiers on parade, 
but come in waves or cycles, is one that 
must 
strike 
t very body 
who 
gives 
thought to the subject. Growth and de­ 
velopment generally express themselv­ 
es in thrusts and pauses. The process 
goes forward for a time. Then comes a 
slowing down, and what seems an ac­ 
tual reverse of movement. Life 
has 
rhythm. 
Recognition of t h i s 
phenomenon 
should help prevent the discouragement 
and melancholy which at times over­ 
come those who see an interruption in 
their progress. 
Every good cause, every institution 
— yes every individual — is subject to 
this law of cyclical or rhythmic develop­ 
ment. We speak of t h i n g s growing 
“ by leaps and bounds." but between 
these sudden spurts there are static 
periods. 


So in the world of nature. Plants have 
their seasons of growth, and rest from 
growth. These moments of pause are 
not wasted, nor are they signs of weak-; 
ness or death. They are preludes to in -1 
creased power and activity. 
People who never make allowance for 
this law of nature and of human nature 
are inclined to let the slightest check 
to their progress bring with it a sap­ 
ping of courage and a loss of faith. 
This is not warranted. The athlete 
warms up that he may be ready for the 
contest. The engine idles that it may 
be prepared to deliver power. The fields 
lie fallow that they may be ready for 
the sower. And man sleeps that he may 
wake refreshed. 
Frequently a setback is but prepara­ 
tion for enlarged capacity, greater pro­ 
gress. It becomes necessary at times 
to let go our hold in order to take a firm­ 
er grip. 
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Ferment in Asia 


As if the situation in Asia were not 
confused enough, two events have oc­ 
curred there which point out anew the 
unrest and changing alignments of the 
continent. 
First came the signing of a treaty 
between India and the Soviet U n i o n, 
under which Moscow has agreed 
to 
supply New Delhi military equipment. 
In short order, a blast came from 
North Korea against the Kremlin for ex­ 
ploiting the Korean economy by buying 
at ridiculously low prices and selling 
the Koreans goods priced exorbitantly 
high. The charge, carried over official 
government broadcasts and printed in 
communist party newspapers, reflect­ 
ed the change which has taken place 
in North Korean sentiment since the 
early 1950s, when the Soviet Union was 
the main provider of w ar m aterial in 
the aggression against M acArthur’s 
forces. 
Nowhere has the communist world’s 
ideological struggle been 
so divisive 
within its own cam p as in Asia. Pek­ 
ing has pulled into its orbit almost all 
communist camps in Asia, in addition 
to a number from Africa and a few 
from 
the 
extrem e 
eastern 
regions 
of Europe. 


The Soviet Union, perhaps in desper­ 
ation against defections from its own 
ranks, has launched its own recruit­ 
ment campaign. This campaign is di­ 
rected as much against Red China as 
toward recruiting of new mem bers. One 
of the consequences has been to soften 
some of the requirements usually ex­ 
pected of a new Kremlin recruit. 
Although there is now little doubt 
that the split in the communist camp is 
real enough, the prudent m an is skep­ 
tical of the thesis that in time of emer­ 
gency (in the form of military threat), 
either Russia or Red China would not 
come to the aid of the other. 
Since India, with all the arm s Rus­ 
sia can supply, is still hardly a threat 
to Red China, and North K orea’s hot 
air is more likely to annoy Kremlin plot­ 
ters than frighten them, neither camp 
appears in imminent danger of attack 
from the other. 
The little game of who is the better 
communist will continue, and the al­ 
legiances of a number of the smaller 
annexes m ay change several times, but 
the job for the non-communist world is

General Motors itseJI — should 
be little hurt if the big auto 
company’s strike ends soon. 
If work resumes in another 
week or so, GM would push 
hard to speed production and 
get new model cars to dealers 
now hurting and worried. The 
company’s suppliers, including 
the steel mills, would also work 
at top speed to send parts and 
materials. 
A bobble in the industrial 
production index may show up 
on the chart of current activity. 
But most economic forecasters 
expect lost time to be made up 
in November and December at 
the latest — all this, of course, 
if the strike ends shortly. 
This is probably why the ad­ 
ministration 
and 
the 
stock 
market have been taking the 
strike fairly calmly. 
Their optimism is based on 
the 
union-management 
settle­ 
ment of national issues and the 
belief that troublesome local 
plant squabbles must yield to 


compromise soon — the sooner 
the better for the general econo­ 
my. 
If the strike doesn’t end soon 
there could be real scars. The 
reason this one company’s labor 
troubles are so important to the 
economy is this: It not only is 
by far the largest firm in a 
basic industry, it is the biggest

Soviet 3-Man 
Space Ship 
Back on Earth

Soviet Lt. Col. Valery F. By­ 
kovsky in June 1963. His flight 
lasted 
119 
hours 
and

minutes, just under five days. 
In Washington, James Webb, 
administrator of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration, said the Soviet feat was 
“a clear indication that the 
Russians are continuing a large 
space program for the achieve­ 
ment of national power and 
“ prestige.” 
U.S. officials pointed out that 
the American space program 
does not call for a similar feat 
’ until 
1966, 
Two-man 
Gemini 
space ships are scheduled to go 
into orbit early next year, how- 
- ever. 
As their flight neared its end, 
the three new space traveles 
reported “everything fine.” 
A Tass corespondent in the 
space flight control center said 
the medical control instruments 
relaying data from the craft 
showed the three men in fine 
condition. He reported; 
‘Their pulse rate never once 
rose over 70 since their entry, 
into orbit. The lung supply with 
oxygen was satisfactory and all 
three slept well. 
“Doctors regard this as an 
obvios result of the splendid 
conditions created in the cabin. 
“This time . . . we are receiv­ 
ing from the space ship profes­ 
sional reports on the entire 
intricate complex of medical- 
physiological conditions.” 
The cosmonauts wore light 
woolen clothing rather than the 
heavy space suits worn on pre­ 
vious flights. 
The Russians said they had 
not put aboard any equipment 
to overcome effects of weight­ 
lessness. They said the pilot 
reported the travelers were too 
busy to notice any such effects. 
After the seven-hour break 
during the night, television and 
radio receivers were tuned in at 
the control center as the ship 
passed over Soviet soil and a 
picture of the cosmonauts ap­ 
peared on the TV screen. 
“The transmission began un­ 
expectedly for them, and we 
saw the men engaged in their 
work.” 
said Tass.

Women Candidates Hit 
Nation's Campaign Trail 


NEW YORK (AP)—A number 
of women holding high state and 
national offices are bidding for 
re-election this 
year, 
and 
a 
great many more have jumped 
into the political fray for the 
first time. 
A few of the newcomers could 
make political history in their 
respective states if they win. 
In general, the lady candi­ 
dates tend to voice the belief 
that they can do just as good a 
job—and maybe even better — 
than the menfolk. 
Some unusual situations de­ 
veloped as the distaff division 
doffed aprons to battle for bal­ 
lots. 
In several major races it’s a 
woman vs. woman showdown. 
A 74-year-old woman is seek­ 
ing a ninth term in the Massa­ 
chusetts State Senate. 
Men have plumb given up 
trying for the office of secre­ 
tary of state in New Mexico. 
An Iowa woman has a chance 
to become the first Negro to 
serve in her state’s legislature. 
In several states there isn’t a 
single woman running for state­ 
wide or congressional office. 
Among those seeking re-elec­ 
tion are several veteran con­ 
gresswomen. 
One of the most prominent is 
Rep. Frances P. Bolton, Ohio 
Republican 
who 
has 
served 
since 1939. She was the first 
I woman elected to Congress in 
Ohio. 
Others include Reps. Katha­ 
rine St. George, New York Re­ 
publican first elected in 1946; 
Edna F. Kelly, New York Dem­ 
ocrat who has 
served since 
1949; Leonor K. Sullivan, Mis- 
souri Democrat who became the 
state’s first congresswoman in 
1952, and Florence P. Dwyer, 
New Jersey 
Republican first 
elected in 1956. 
Still others are Washington 
state’s two women representa­ 
tives, Catherine May, a Repub- 
»*»*n first elected in 1958. and 
Julia Hansen, a Democrat who 
aas served since 1960. 
A woman candidate for the 
U.S. Senate this year is Gene­ 


vieve Blatt, 50-year-old Penn­ 
sylvania state secretary of in­ 
ternal affairs and the first wom­ 
an ever to hold state office in 
Pennsylvania. She was elected 
to the state office in 1954 and 
has been re-elected twice. 
Miss Blatt, a Democrat, is 
running against Republican Sen. 
Hugh Scott. The race is expect­ 
ed to be close. 
Another senatorial candidate 
is Mrs. Elly Peterson, a Repub­ 
lican and the first woman nomi­ 
nated by a major party for the 
post in Michigan. Her opponent 
is Democratic Sen. Philip Hart. 
In Illinois, the fight for the 
15th District congressional seat 
pits a woman against another 
woman. Republican Rep. Char­ 
lotte Reid, a 51-year-old widow 
who won the seat in 1962, is be­ 
ing opposed by Mrs. Poppy X. 
Mitchell. 46, a housewife mak­ 
ing her first try for political of­ 
fice. 
In Kentucky, the only woman 
running for a major office is 
Mrs. Frances Mills, 43-year-old 
Democratic nominee for Con­ 
gress in the 5th District. 
If elected she would be the 
first woman ever to represent

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Massillon’s nine-time champions 
hit the half-way mark in the 
Ohio high school grid campaign 
as the state’s top-rated power 
house today in The Associated 
Press poll, clinging to the spot 
it has held all season. 
But Canton McKinley’s Bull­ 
dogs, who fight it out with the 
Tigers in the season’s finale, 
skidded from second to third 
despite halting Canton Central’s 
undefeated squad by 27-6. 
Sandusky, 34-6 winner over 
Lorain, grabbed the second spot, 
while Springfield South held the 
fourth rung where it has been 
locked in each poll. 
Findlay, 39-0 loser to Elyria, 
and Columbus Watterson, beat­ 
en 29-28 by Newark, dropped 
from the top IO, while Elyria 
and Dayton Chaminade made 
their first appearance in the elite 
list.

IT’S THE LAW!

The State of Ohio pays seven-elevenths of a Common Pleas 
judge’s salary.

This is another example of the opposing candidate's mis­ 
leading tactics. 


The opposing candidate talks about judicial 
reform if he's elected. But he does not tell you 
what that is. It is merely an empty promise tossed 
in to mislead you. 


The opposing candidate claims he's experi­ 
enced. How? He's never served as Common Pleas 
Court judge. 


Judge Ammer has never taken an out-of-county 
assignment that would conflict with the handling 
of local cases. 


The Pickaway County Common Pleas Court docket is up-to-date 
and is in the best shape in history. This is because of Judge Am­ 
mer’s system of speedup, w’hich now makes possible the hearing of 
a case within three months if all parties cooperate.
